REMARKS 

In view of the following remarks, together with the Amendment filed July 13, 2006, 
Applicant believes the pending application is in condition for allowance. 

Conventional flat vibration motors, such as the ones shown in JP '570 and described in 
the background section of Applicants' specification, have coils constrained by bottom and side 
surfaces, but with imconstrained upper surfaces. Because of this, when the coils swell up due to 
the heat expansion caused by the high temperature (245 ^^C) generated during the soldering 
process, the coils expand upwardly, imconstrained. Thereafter, the upwardly expanded coils may 
collide with the upper case lying thereover. This is a serious problem that is solved in 
Applicants' invention. 

According to the present invention, as claimed, a rotator covers the upper circumference 
of the coil. This arrangement is not disclosed or made obvious by the applied prior art. This 
structure prevents the coil fi'om expanding upwardly during the soldering process as in the 
conventional art. Accordingly, the reUability and the performance of the flat vibration motor can 
be improved.
